Salinas had won 
its way-into the northern finals by being a 
fast passing team and the heavy line of Bak- 
ersfield ' proved to be too much for them. 
Added to the line work, the Bakersfield bacK- 
field men proved to be adept at carrying the 
ball. Among these, "Tex" Jones, halfback, 
and George Harper, fullback, did the most 
yard gaining.

ORANGE GROWERS HAVE GOOD 
SEASON DESPITE FROST DAMAGE 


The orange growers of Covina and vicinity enjoyed a very 


satisfactory and prosperous season during the year ending No- 
vember 30, 1925, notwithstanding the severe frosts of last De- 
cember and January, which destroyed a large part of the crop. 


The actual shipments by the three associations affiliated 


with the Covina Fruit Exchange were 390,120 boxes, or 67 per 
cent of crop estimated to be on trees prior to the cold weather. 


Prices on all citrus fruits ruled unusually high practically 


throughout the entire year in all markets of the country. The 
prices realized by our growers were particularly gratifying in 
view of the fact that they have been exceeded only twice on 
navels and once on Valencia*. 


The f. o. b. returns received by the Covina Fruit Exchange 


for the entire crop as marketed were $1.626,922.98. 


It is a matter of some regret that these fine returns were 


not more evenly participated in by all of our growers, but the 
fruit from many groves that were not protected by heaters 
was almost a total loss. Many thousands of new heaters have 
been installed this year and it is certain that a repitition of the 
cold weather of last year will not be so disastrous in the future.

hundred dollars. 


Testimony of C. H. Banks, cash- 


ier, and Paul E. Xoyd, teller of the 
First National bank of 
Baldwin 


Park, showed that Herman opened 
an accouiit 
"a check for 


$10.35 and 
${> in cash. The check 


was drawn to Peter Herman, dated 
November i!.'-5rd, on the Bank of 
Italy at Seventh 
and Broadway, 


and purported to be signed by Paul 
Davidson, and was returned unpaid. 
Paul V. Hannon, bookkeeper at the 
Bank of Italy, testified that no such 
person hud an account with the 
bank. 


On the evening of the same day 


that the account was opened. P. AY. 
Herman entered the shoe store of 
G. R. Spencer, formerly a Covina 
merchant, and bought 
a pair of 


shoes, giving a check for $10 and 
receiving a $ii.50 pair of shoes and 
$3.50 in cash. This seemed to be 
the only instance in which the man 
made the purchase. The checks in 
all cases were drawn on the Baldwin 
Park bank, usually made to the or- 
der of Mary Herman and signed by 
P. W. Herman.

worthless checks 


broadcast over Baldwin Park and 
El Monte, and on Saturdav. the 
28th, hit Covina. Several Baldwin

The people 
would pack their lunches and spend a delightful day watching 
the lions cat Christians clown at the Coliseum. 


Football has superseded this as a Saturday afternoon sport, 


but the thrill of watching a single unarmed man face a mess 
of lions, still has its charm. If you don't believe it, go out to 
Charles Gay's nourishing lion farm near El Monte, less than 
ten "miles from Covina, and watch him walk into a yard full of 
fussy lions and shoo them around like pussycats. 


Out of all the things which one might conceivably raise 


on a perfectly good farm, Charles Gay, a handsome young 
Frenchman who was once an animal trainer for the Cirque 
Francais in Paris, has chosen to raise lions; real, sure-enough, 
600-pound roaring lions; seventy-three of them, counting the 
cubs. 


He keeps them in half-aero yards, 4 


a dozen or so to a yard; and "every 
once in a while he will stroll into

Gay will stand unarmed in a yard 
feeding four full-grown lions with 
scraps of raw meat, an they will 
take the meat carefully from his 
fingers, each in turn, and never 
make a move out of order, because 
they have been brought up that 
way. 


They look at Gay or Mrs. Gay

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Giving Prohibition a Trial 


Those of us who believe that prohibition will never be 


enforced in letter and spirit until the administration of the 
law is in the hands of its friends, will take courage from the 
appointment of Colonel Ned Green, U. S. A., retired, in 
charge of the enforcement of the law in the district that in- 
cludes Northern California and Nevada. 
Colonel Green is 


a total abstainer and prohibitionist himself, brought up in 
a prohibition home by a prohibition father and mother in pro- 
hibition Kansas in the days when the prohibition fight was on, 
and when the old man was leading the prohibition forces 
as governor of the state. 


Law enforcement under Colonel Green is bound to be a 


different thing than it would be—and often is—under men 
who like to booze a little themselves and who are otherwise 
out of sympathy with the law. 


We are perfectly willing to admit that prohibition is 


on trial in America as a national policy, and that it must 
stand or fall with its results. 
But you cannot judge prohi- 


bition on its merits till it has been honestly tried, and it 
cannot be honestly tried by men who break the law them- 
selves and who hope that it will prove a failure.

counted out. To us who have been
